Some of you have been disappointed to find no small sizes of the plants you 
want or to find us sold out. Since we can propagate most of our things only 
once a year and they will persist in growing bigger as time passes we cannot 
have small sizes all year round, nor can we always estimate correctly the de- 
mand for a particular plant and have it in stock all year. Therefore we are 
listing usually only one size (occasionally two). We will have smaller and some- 
times larger sizes available part of the year — ask us.

We hope that our friends will realize that it takes four months 
to a year to get good saleable stock of these items. Last fall and this 
spring we are making large stock plantings of these plants and on some 
at least should be able to make delivery this fall.
